Plans of New 
-Sehool Unit 


On assurance from Superintendent 
Allen Keim that the City will probably 
receive the Federal grant recently 
sought, the School Board moved Tues- 
day night to have Dragon and Sch- 
midts, Berkeley architects, draw up 
plans for the fourth unit of the Al- 
bany High School. 

Keim explained that he felt optomistic 
about the gift inasmuch as he had 
conferred with WPA and other offi- 
cials, If the petition of Albany is ac- 
ceptable, a grant of $28,350 will be 
supplied to allow construction of the 
fourth and final unit of the school 
plant. This will amount to 45 per 
cent of the total cost of the unit. 

Another U. S. gift, a $1200 shaper 
and milling machine, was received re- 
cently through the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, Keim revealed. This machin- 
ery is to be installed at the high school 
and is a valuable addition to present 
shop equipment, he declared. 

In answer to a request from Charles 
A. Moore, high school principal, for 
physical examinations to be made at 
his institution, Superintendent Keim 
announced that he and Miss Norma 
Shadell, city nurse, have been consid- 
ering the possibility for students of all 
schools in the City. 

At the motion of Watler Teasdale 
he was requested to obtain the ser- 
vices of physicians in Albany for this 
purpose. Students here, it was learn- 
ed, have never undergone complete ex- 
aminations in the schools.
